CHAPTER 1. 

..4n Act in addition to the act entitled an aei, to provide 
Jhr the maintenance and support ofillegitimate ckildreri- 

Sec. 1. Be it tnacted ij^ the General Asembly of tk^ 
state of Ohio, That any person who now is, or here- 
afterinay be convicted under the act to provide for 
the maintenance "arid support of illegitimate chil- 
dren, and adjudgedthe putative father of an illegit- 
imate child, and ordered to make provision for its 
maintenance, and confined in prison for not com- 
plying with the sentence and order of court, shall be 
entitled to the benefit of the prison rules, and of the 
act for the relief of insolvent debtors; in the same 
manner, and upon the same principles as persons im- 
prisoned for debt.

CHAPTER III 

An act to amend an act, making furlhrr appropriafwn 
of the three per cent, fund, granted Inj ike United 
States, for laying out, opening and improving roads 
in this state — passed, Februari/ twenty sixth, one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty. 
Sec. 1, Beit enacted by the General ./I ssemhiy of the 
stale of Ohio, That instead of the two dollars foe 
each mile, allowed by the sixtieth section of the 
act to which this is an amendment, to commission- 
ers for laying out and opening state rnads, there \ 
shall be paid to the commissioners appointed by the 
General Assembly, February twenty sixth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty, to lay out a statu 
foad from Johnstown, in Licking county, thence 
through Howk's settlement, Etoorafield and Chesirr 
townships in Knox county, and until it shall intrrsect 
the road leading from Birkshir^ to New-Haven, by 
way of Lexington, the sum of two dollars each per 
day, for the time actually spent by them in laying 
out and making returns of said road; and each per- 
son employed by said commissioners, as surveyors, 
chain carriers and axmen, on said road, shall be 
paid the amount due them according to the agree- 
ment of said commissioners with such persons: Pro^ 
pided, That if the commissionrrs aforesaid, shall 
have paid off the persorts thus employed^' said cqj5- 
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inissioners shall be entitled to receive the same iD- 
Btcad of such person if the amount shall appear juet 
and equitable. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That the commission- 
ers of the oounties in which the road aforesaid is 
laid out, shall, on receiving the * certificate of the 
load commissioners, mentioned in the first section of 
this act, specifying the number of days spent by 
each individual in each county respectively, in lay- . 
jng out said road, issue their order on the treasurers 
of their counties respectively, for the amount due 
each individual for his services in laying out and re- 
turning that portion of the road running through 
such county, agreeably to the provisions of the first 
section of this act. And the orders thus draAvn shall 
be paid by the treasurer of the county: Providtd, 
That if any person shall have been employed by 
f.aid road commissioners, without special agreement 
of the sum to be allowed them, the commissioners 
of the said counties, respectively, shall allow them 
such compensation as shall be just and equitable. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That the commis- 
sionere appointed by the General Assembly, on the 
twenty sixth day of February one thousand eight 
iiundred and twent}', to lay out a state road from 
Mount-Vernon in Knox county, thence a northwest- 
erly course until it sJiall intersect the road leading 
iVom Delaware to Lower Sandusky, at or oearUp- 
))CT Sandusky, and the persons employed by them, 
in laying out said road, shall receive the same com- 
pensation, be under the same restrictions, and re- 
ceive said compensation in the same manner as is 
provided in the first and second sections of this act, 
i» the case of the roads therein specified: Provided^ 
That if the surveying said road shall have been 
(lone by the road commissioners, then the county 
commissioners shall only allow them such com- 
pensation for surveying as they shall deem just and 



equitable : Provided also. That the county of Dela- 
ware shall pay the expense of laymg out said road 
through the territory attached to that county in the 
same manner as is provided in the preceding sec- 
tions of this act. 

Sec. 4, Be it furlher enacted, Tha.l the sum of one 
hundred and seventy dollars, appropriated by tJie 
aforesaid act, to aid in ertcting a bridge over In- 
dian creek at Willville, Butler county, shall be a])- 
propriated and laid out as follows, to wit: the 6iim 
of eighty five dollars for the purpose of erecting a 
footbridge across Indian creek, at Millviile, afore- 
said ; and eighty five dollars for the purpose of erect- 
ing a foot bridge across Indian creek, at or near the 
place where the state road from Hamilton to Law- 
renceburgh crosses said creek ; to be laid out under 
the superintendance of Ninian Beatty. 

Sec. 5. Be il ftirfhrr enacted. That se\ enty five 
dollars, of the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, 
appropriated by the fifty ninth section of the afore- 
said act, to be laid out on the bridj^e over Little Bea- 
ver creek, in the townshipof Adams, in the county of 
Washington, shall be laid out and expended on the 
bridge over Big Run in said township of Adams. And 
the balance, seventy five dollars, shall be laid out 
and expended on the bridge over Bear creek, in said j 
township, in the county of Washington ; and Daniel j 
Owen, is hereby appointed commissioner to biiiierin- 
tend the laying out tjie money over Big Run: and j 
William Davis is hereby appointed commissioner tor 
superintend the laying out the money over Bear 
creek ; and they shall enter into bonds witn the coun- 
ty commissioners in such sum as they may require 
for the faithful performance of their duties, and re- 
ceive compensation for their services out of the trea- 
sury of the county of Washington, in the same man- 
ner that commissioners for old roads and Iw-idgesare 
required to give bonds, ^.\v^ enlillcd #> receire 



corapensatiou, by the sixtieth sectioo of the act to 
which this is an amendmcDt. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That so much of the 
fiftyninth section of the aforesaid act, and of the re- 
solution appointing road commissioners, passed the 
twentysixth of February one thousand. eight hund- 
red and twenty, as is contrary to the provisions of 
the fifth section of this act, be and the same is here" * 
by repealed. 

Sec. 7. Be if further enacted. That the county com- 
missJoners of the counties of Ross, Pike and A'dams, 
be and they are hereby respectively authorised and 
required to settle and adjust the accounts of Curtis 
Cannon, road commissioner, appointed by the act en- 
titled an act, to establish a state road from Christian 
Platto's, in the county of Ross to the crossings of 
Brush creek, in the county of Adams; passed Feb- 
ruary second one thousand eight hundred and twenty; 
and that they allow him such compensation for lay- 
ing out, marking and establishing the said road with- 
in their respective counties, as is specified in said 
act ; which allowance shall be paid out of the coun- 
ty treasury upon the order of the coimty commission- 
ers of such county. Any thing in the fifth section of 
the before recited act to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

Sec, 8. Jnd be it further enacted. That the sum of 
one hundred dollars of the appropriation made with- 
in the coitnty of Jackson, by the twenty eighth sec- 
lion of the act to which this is an amendment, (that 
sum having been omitted in the application of the mo- 
ney appropriated within the said county,) be and the- 
, same is hereby appropriated for the purpose of secur- 
ing and ^pairing the bridges on the ChillicothB- 






mad, to be dra*n and applied under the direction ol 
the county commissioners of Jackson coiioty.

An act, to confirm and legalize the judicial and minisi 
terial acts o/ James Everett and Jacob Swigart. 

Whereas it has been represented to this General 
Assembly that James Everett wasduly elected to the 
joffice of justice of the peace, in and for the township 
ofWestland,in the county of Guernsey, on the sixth 
day of November one thousand eight hundred and 
nineteen, and was duly copiijussioned, and gave 
bond to the trustpes of said township as the law di- 
rects, bnt neglected to certify the date of his comr 
mission to the township clerk in the time required 
by law. — And it has also been represented to this 
General Asfiembly,that Jacob Swigart was duly electr 
cd to the ofBce of justice of the peace, in and for 
the township of Jackson, in the county of Stark, on 
the seyenth day of July one thousand eight hundred 
and nineteen, and was duly commissioned and gave 
bond to the trustees of said township, of Ja.ckson 
as required by law, but neglected to certify tjie jdate 
of his commission, to the township cle;-k, in the lime 
jequired bylaw. And as it appeafs tjiat thesaidJames 
Everett and Jacob Swigart believed they had a 
right to exercise the official functions of justice of the 
peace in and for the paid townships, in which they 
were severally elected ; and as the said James Everett 
and Jacob Swigart, did singularly and severally en- 
gage ill. and discharge and perform all and singular 
the duties of justice of the peace, in and for the 
townships and counties in which they were severally 
elected. And asdoubts do exist, whether the official 
arts of the said James Everett and Jacjob Swigart 
are legal; and as it is of importance that sucfa 
doubts slioiikl be rciiidved. T^lereforeJ

ruary 26, 1820. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted^ That the Commis- 
sioners of Ross county be, and they are hereby di- 
rected, to pay to Curtis Cannon, such daily compen- 
sation as they usually allow to road commissioners 
for similar services.

An act granting certain privileges to Philip Baker o/ 

Tuscarawas county. 

Whereas an act, passed on the eighth day of Febr 
ruary, one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, en- 
titled, an act to open and secure the navigation of 
the Scioto river, and for other purposes, wherein it 
is provided that any person that shall erect a daiw 
across the Scioto or Tuscarawas rivers, shall con- 
struct and place a good and sufficient lock and slope 
in said dam, for the safe passage of boats, craft, and 
rafts : and whereas it has been represented to this 
General Assembly that Philip Baker of Tuscara- 
was cotiHty, who is building a grist mill on the Tus- 
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carawas river, within one mile and a half of Ne\v 
Philadelphia, can, by placing a lock in his mill racei 
let boats and other craft pass with more safety and 
convenience, than if a lock was placed in the dam 
as required by the above recited act, Therefore. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
$tate Of Ohio, That the above mentioned Philip Ba* 
ker, shall have the privilege, and he is hereby au*- 
thorised, to erect a datii across the Tuscarawas rivr 
fer, near where the road leading from said Baker'3 
to New Philadelphia, crosses said rivfer, and con- 
fitruct and place a slope id ^kid dam in the most' 
<5urrent or suitable point of descending said river; 
and said slope shall not be less than thirty feci 
wide, and not have more than three fourths of an 
iiich of fall for every foot in length,, and in every 
other respect made and placed in said dam as he is 
Required in the above recited iict. 

Sec. 2. JInd be itJuHher enacted^ That the said 
Philip Baker hhd\\ have the privilege, and is hereby 
authorised to construct and place a lock in his mill 
race near his mills, instead of placing said lock in 
his dam, Provided^ that said Baker shall have his 
mill race dug sufficiently wide and deep, and the 
lock placed therein to be as wide and in every re- 
spect made and kept, in good repair for the safe pas* 
sage of boats and other water craft ascending and 
descending said rivfer, and at all times attend to let- 
ting boats and craft pass through without de- 
lay, as required in the before irecited act, and shall 
likewise be subject to the same fines and penalties 
that are contained in the before recited act, for 
neglecting to bake and keep ih repair locks and 
slopes.

Be it further enacted^ That the board of 
censors, or any three of them, after examining a caur 
didate for the practice of physic and surgery, if they 
4eem him qualified, shalji give to him a permit, to 
practicje within the district, in which it is granted, 
till tbe next meeting of the convention, to which 
meeting, the clerk shall return his name for a lir 
jcence; and it shall be the duty of the convention, to 
determine by ballot, whether the candidate be wor-

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted^ That before any lease 
3hall be executed, the said trustees shall apply to 
the court of common pleas of Claxk county, who, 
upon such application, shall appoint three disinter- 
ested freeholders of said county, who shall not be 
residents of said township, and whose duty it shall 
be, under oath or affirmation, to set a valuation up- 
on said twenty acres of land, and make report of 
such valuation, ip writing, under their hands and 
seals, to said trustees; and said land shall not be 
leased for less than six per cent, per annum, on such 
valuation.

cease to have any eflfect; and if the said William

Sec, 1. Be it enacted by the General j^ssemb/y ofih% 
state ofOhio^ That when the owner or owaers of 
unimproved or unoccupied town lots or parts of 
lots, do not reside vvithin the limits of snch tovvij; 

h 
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'•aaA the taxes assessed upon such lot or lots or part 
of a lot or lots shall not be paid within the time re- 
quired by law, the collector shall make return of all 
such delinquent lots or parts oflols to the mitliorliy 
from whence he received his duplicate, whereupon 
a penalty of twenty five per centum upon the amount 
of each year's tax shall be incurred and each lot or 
suchpartthereof asmay bedelinqiient,shall be bound 
for the lax and penalty due thereon, and the own- 
er or subsequent purchaser shall be liable therefor. 
Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That when a part of 
an in or out lot in any town of record in this state is 
owned by a resident proprietor, and it shall by the 
resident proprietor be made appear, to the satis- 
faction of the township lister, that he owns only a 
part of such lot, the lister shall list the same ac- 
cordingly. 

Sec. 3. jlnd be it further enacted, That the first sec- 
tion of the act, to which this is an amendment, pass- 
ed January twenty ninih, eighteen hundred and 
eighteen, is hereby repealed.

^yheIeas Israel Harington and Alexander Morri- 
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son, were appointed road commissioners, by an acjt 
of the last General Assembly, passed February 26th 
ia20, to lay and open a state road, from the 
town of Croghansville,in the county of Sandusky, 
to the house of William S. Drake, at the south line 
of Marion county, and no provision being made by 
the aforesaid recited act, for their compensation iit 
laying out said road. Therefore: 

Sec. l.Be it enactedby the General t^ssembly of the stcUe 
of Ohio, That the said Israel Harington and Alex- 
ander Morrison be allowed the sum of two hundred 
and fifty one dollars for their services, as aforesaid, 
to be taken out of the next appropriation of the 
three per cent fund, for the counties of Sandusky, 
Seneca, Crawford and Marion, and the auditor of 
state, whenever said appropriation may be made, is 
hereby authorised to draw on the Treasurer for he 
aforesaid amount. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted^ That there shall 
be allowed to Milton M'Neal, road commissioner 
on a road from Clarksburgh in the county of Ross, 
on the route by Vaughn's tavern and New London, 
toUrbana, the sum of two dollars per day, to the 
surveyor two dollars per day , and to the chain carriers 
and marker each seventy five cents per day, to be 
paid by the sever^ilcounties, inproportion tothedis- 
tance through which such road shall have passed ; and 
also the several county commissioners shall allow 
said M^Neal such compensation as they may think 
just and reasonable for making out and returning 
the plat and field notes of the aforesaid road,

and imprisonment; agreeably to the provisions of 
the net for the punishment of crimes, shall within 
thirty days after his or herconviction,betransport- 
eil at the expense of tho state, to the state prison, 
by the sheriff of the county in which sucli convic- 
tion may be had, and there delivered into the cus- 
tody of the keeper of said prison, together with a 
copy of the sentence of the court ordering such im- 
prisonment, and the costs of the prosecution, inclu- 
•&Tig the constable's, justice's, sherifTs, witnesses', 
and clerk's, fees certified under tlie hand and seal 
of the clerk of said court attested by the presiding 

fjud^e, or one of the associate judges of the ptoper 
■ county, there to be safely kept until the term of his 
or her confinement shall have expired, or until he 
or she shall be dtscliarged by due course of law, 
for which service, the said sheriff shall receive ten 
*cnts per mile going to, and seven cents per mile 
retiirniiig from said prison, to be computed from the 
jail of the county in which tlie conviction toot 
place, and the like sum for one guard for each pris- 
oner, and the sum of one dollar fifty cents for everjr 
twenty five miles for transporting and sustainingeacli 
prisoner: Provided, that if at the term of any court, 
there should be move than one person convicted, it 
shall be the duty of the court to make an order di' 
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rfecting thc'iiumber of men for guards^ (not exceed- 
ing one to each convict) which in their opinion may 
be necessary for the safe transportation of such 
convicts; a certificate whereof shall be made out 
by the clerk under the seal of the court and deliv- 
ered to the officer, and the officer, shall deliver 
the certificate to the keeper, who shall be governed 
thereby in making out his order for the transporta- 
tion ol such convicts. All which sums shall be 
certified by the said keeper, and paid on his order, 
by the treasurer of the state, out of any monies in 
»his hands not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 2. Be it Jvrthet enacted^ That every person 
sentenced to hard labor and imprisonment as afore-^. 
said, shall be washed, cleansed, and shall remain 
in separate lodgings, until it shall be certified by a 
physician, that he or she may be safely admitted 
among the other prisoners; and the clothes which 
the said person may wear on his or her arrival, at 
the prison, shall either be burnt or carefully fumi- 
gated and put away, at the discretion of the keeper ; 
and in case the said clothes be preserved, the^ 
shall be returned to the owner, at the expiration 
the term of his or her confinement. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted^ That all offenders 
committed as aforesaid, srfiall, during the term of 
their confinement, be clothed at the expense of the 
state, in garments of coarse materials, uniform in 
color and make, and suitable to their sex; and the.>j 
males shall have the right side of their heads shav- 
ed close, at least once in every month, if it be 
deemed proper by the Keeper; and all the said of- 
fenders shall, during the time of their confinement, 
be fedbn coarse, but wholesome food; and shall, as 
far as may be consistent with their sex, age, health 
and ability, be kept at hard labor, in which the 
work is least liable to be spoiled, and the materials { 
not easily embezzled or destroyed. It shail be l^ ] 
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fill for the director he.rein after mentioned, when iii 
his opinion it may be necessary, to employ suitable 
persons to instruct the prisoners in the work in 
which they may be employed, and during the times 
of labor, and at all other times, they shall be kept 
as separate frome*ich otheras the nature of their 
employment, and the apartments of the prison will 

admit. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enhcted^ That, each con- 
vict shall, unless prevented by ill health, be kept 
at work every day in the year, Sundays only 
excepted; and the hours of work shall be as 
many as the season of the year will permit; and 
when the labor of each day is finished, the tools 
and materitils, or such of them as may be easily re- 
moved shall be taken to places of safety, until the 
hour of labor shall return. 

Sec. 5. Beit further enacted^ That there shall be 
elected by joint ballot of the General Assembly, a 
keeper and an agent for the penitentiary, who shall 
[ibe commissioned by the Governor, and continue in 
office one year from and after their election, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified;, and 
before entering on the duties of their office, they 
■ shall take an oath, well and faithfully to discharge 
the duties of their respective offices; and the said 
keeker, shall, before he enters upon the duties of 
^ his office, give bond in the sum of ten thousand 
jr dollars with security, to be approved of by the di- 
rector, payable to the treasurer of state, and condi- 
tipned, that he, his deputy, and assistants, shall 
faithfully discharge the duties required of them by 
law ; which bond shall be recorded in the office of 
the secretary of state, and a copy thereof, certi^ed 
by the said secretary, shall be evidence in any court, 
in any suit against such keeper or his securities. 
The keeper shall reside in the penitentiaryi and^ 
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occupy such part of the house as shall be provideS 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the keeper 
shall hereafter receive as a salary the sum of s'^ 
hundred dollars per annum, aiKl two per cent upon 
all manufactured articles, to be paid quarter yearly 
out of any money in the state treasury not otherwise 
appropriated: Provided, that, in no case, shall the 
keeper receive more. than one thousand dollars per 
annum. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That the agent 
shall hereafter receive as a salary, the sum of five 
hundred dollars per annunr, to be paid at tlie state 
treasury ; and three per cent on the money paid by 
him into the treasury which salary and percentage 
shall be paid quarter yearly: Provided, however, that 
such salary and per centage shall in no case exceed 
onethousand dollars per annum. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted. That the agent 
to be elected as aforesaid, shall before he enters up' 
oil the duties of his appointment, give bond to the 
state of Ohio, to be approved of by the Governor, in 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars ; conditioned 
that he will well and truly collect and account to 
the auditor of state, and pay into the treasury, all 
Hionies that shall come into his hands by virtue of 
his said appointment, and shall weekly account 
with the auditor, and pay into the treasury, all mo- 
nies by him received on account of said penitentia- 
ry, for articles sold, and debts collected during the 
preceding week ; and in all other respects well and 
truly to perform the duties enjoined on him by law; 
which bond shall be filed and recorded in the office 
of the secretary of state, and a certified copy there- 
of by the said secretary, shall be evidence in any 
court within this state ; and said bond shall not b^ 
void on the first recovery, but may be put. in suit 
frow tjyjie to time for a bregich of the condition 
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thereof. But i( said agent sliall refuse or neglect to 
give such bond within five days after notification 
of his election, the office shall be deemed vacant, 
and the Governor shall proceed to fill the same; 
Provided^ the legislature shall not be in session. 

Sec. 9. Beit Jurtlier enacted^ T\\dLtX\iQxe shall be 
a director of th^ penitentiary, who shall be ap- 
pointed by joint resolution of both houses of 
the General Assembly and commissioned by 
the Goveraor and shall hold his office for one 
year: but the Governor is hereby authorised and 
empowered to remove said director and appoint an- 
other, in his stead, at any time during the recess of 
the legislature, when, in his opinion; the interest of 
the state may require it. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted^ That the director, 
previous to entering upon the duties of his office, 
shall give bond, payable to the treasurer of state, 
with security to be approved of by the Governor, in 
the sum of ten thousand dollars, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of the duties required by 
this act ; and it shall be the duty of the said di- 
rector to superintend and manage the concerns of 
thi^ penitentiary, as herein is after provided. 

Sec. 1 1. ^e it further enacted^ That it shall be the 
daty^ofthe<lirector, to make application in writing, 
to the^Governer, at the commencement of eachquar* 
ter ol the year, for such sura of money as he may deem 
necessary for the purchase of raw materials, cloth- 
ing and other articles for the use of the penitentia- 
ry, stating the probable amount that such articles 
will cost ; for which sum the governor, if in l*is opin- 
ion, the interests of the state require it, shall give 
^n order on the auditor of state, who shall issue a 
warrant on the treasury, which warrant shall bepa'id 
by the treasurer, out of any money in his hands, not 
otherwise appropriated: Provided, that the director 
shall in all cases purchase the materials of the 

M 
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gtowth and manufactures of the state of Ohio, if 
they can be hud on as good terms, and of as good 
quality. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted^ That the said 
director shall discharge the debts of the institu^ 
tion now contracted, taking receipts therefor; and 
shall purchase all raw materials^ oJothing and oth- 
er articles necessary for the penitentiary, and de- 
liver the same to the keeper, taking his receipt 
therefor; which receipts shall specify the price 
quantity, and quality of such ^articles so delivered ; 
distinguishing the raw materials to ba manufactur- 
ed, from the articles otherwise necessary foji^ the 
maintenance of the institution. The director shaJi 
deposit such receipts with the auditor of state, and 
take his receipt for the sarnie; and in all cases 
where the director shall purchase any article for 
the use of the p-enitentiary, he shall take a receipt 
for the money or other article paid out; specifying 
the number, quantity, quality and price of the arti- 
cle or articles purchased, and deposit said receipts 
in the auditor's office. 

Sec. 13. Be it further enacted^ That the direct- 
or shall keep a fair and regular account, in his 
books, with the state, charging the sam* with all 
monies paid out^ on account of the*institution, 
and crediting the same with all the monies receiv- 
ed out of the treasury ; and he shall also keep a 
fair and regular account, in his books, with the keep- 
er of the j^nitentiary, charging the same with all 
raw materials, clothing and other articles, deliver- 
ed to hiAi for the use of the institution ; it shall, al- 
so, be the duty of the director, to make out a fair 
abstract of all his accounts, including each iterif 
thereof and report the same, together with the re- 
ceipts and vouchers, to the Governor, on the first 
Monday of December, March, June and September, 
yi each and eVery year; and also to make out un 
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annual abstract of his account, including each iteirt 
as afotesaid, on the first Monday in December, and 
report the same to. the General Assembly. 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted^ That it shall be the 
/orther duty of the director, to instruct the Iceeper 
of the penitentiary, what articles shall be manu- 
factured m said prison, the quantity and quality 
thereof, and also to instruct the agent, whenever 
lae may deem itnecessary, to procure a store .hous6 
in some convenient place near the centre of the 
town of Columbus, for the purpose of vending all 
manufactured articles received by said agent; and 
also to direct the asent to make contracts with 
merchants or otliers, for the sale of such articles on 
a credit or otherwise, as, m, his opinion, the inte- 
rest of the state may require. Provided howeter^ that 
when said articles are to be sold, by wholesaile, on 
a credit, it shall be the duty of the director to limit 
the time of payment, and to judge of and accept 
the security. And it shall be the further . duty of 
the director to instruct the agent from time to time, 
to receive in exchange for manufactured articles, 
such materials or. produce, for the use of the pen- 
itentiary, as he-may deem necessary; whi^h mate* 
rial^ or produce the agent shall deliver to the di- 
rector, and take his receipt therefor. 

Sec. 15. He it further ^nacted^ That the di- 
rector shall have power to employ a skilful phys- 
ician by the year or for any less time to attend up- 
on the convicts in the penitentiary, when in his opin- 
ion it may be necessary, provided the compensatioti 
paid such physician for medicine and attendance 
in any one year sha:ll not exceed two hundred dol- 
lars. 

Sec 16. Be it further enacted^ That the auditor of 
state shall open and keep a regular account with 
the director of the penitentiary, charging hiih with 
all money paid on account of the institutioDf and 
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Crediting liiin for ali iiiaferials delivered *to llie 
keeper, and alsu for all other expenses incurred, 
whicii shall be certified hy the Governor; which 
certificate the auditor shall Olc in his office, and 
give the director his receipt ihrrcfor. 

Sec. 17. Beit /urthei eimttcd,'VhaX the auditor of 
state shall open a new account with the keeper of 
the penitentiary, in which he shall charge said 
keeper, with all the raw materials on hand, upon 
the certificate of the director; and alBO with the 
raw materials deliver-cd to him from time to time, 
by the director; together with all such necessary 
expenses, on account of tools and implements 
manufactured in the penitentiary, fipr the use of die 
convicts, as the director shall certify to be correct; 
which certificate shall be lodged with the auditor, 
who shall give his receipt therefor. 

Sec. 18. Be it /urther enacted. That ix shall be 
the duty of the auditor to make out an abstract of 
all his accounts with the director, keeper and 
agent of the penitentiary, and report the same to 
the General Assemblymen the first Monday in De- 
cember annually. 

Sec 19. Be ii Junker enacted, That the books of 
ihr ;i(,'entajidkeeper shall be open for the inspec- 
tion of the auditor and director; 'and abstracts fropi 
the biioks certified by the auditor shall be good evi- 
dence io any suit against either of them. 

Sec. 20. Be it further enacted. That it shall be the 
duly of the keeper of the penitentiary to deliver to 
the a^ent, on every Saturday, all the articles manu- 
facn:ied in the penitentiary during the preceeding 
week. And it shall also be the duty of the direct- 
or to afiix a fair price to each article, at which 
price such article n:ust be sold, unless said price be 
alterwEwds changed with the consent of the direct- 
d at the time said articles are delivered to 
,JBe agent, the director shall allow such deduction 
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or per centage on articles that are to be sold fcy te^ 
tail as he may think proper, and credit the agent 
accordingly. And the agent, at the time of receiv- 
ing said manufactured articles, shall receipt for the 
same to the keeper, stating therein the price of 
each article; which receipt the keeper shall depos- 
it with the auditor of state,- who shalL charge the 
agent with the amout^and give the keeper credit 
therefor. 

Sec. 21. Be it /"irther enacted^ That the agent 
shall each week deposit in the treasury, the amount 
of cash received on account of sales, and of collec- 
tion of debts,-during the preceding week, taking 
the treasurer''s receipt for such sums, and deposit 
the same with the auditor who shall credit the 
a^ent with such amount, together with the .reduc* 
- tion of the price of any article sold, and all necessa- 
ry costs and charges, incurred by the agent, which 
reduction,xosts and charges,shall be certified by the 
director, and the certificate thereof to be filed in 
the auditor's office. And it shall be the duty of 
the agent ta submit an abstract of his accounts an- 
nually on the first Monday of December, to the 
General Assembly. • 

Sec. 22. Be it further, enacted^ That the keeper 
of the penitentiary shaU appoint a deputy and as 
many guards as he may deem necessary, provided 
the whole 'number including himself, shall not 
amount to more than one guard to . every fifte^ 
convicts; Provided fur her however^ that the keeper 
with the assent of the director may make a tempo- 
rary addition to tile number of guards when danger 
is apprehended from an insurrection of the convicts. 
And the said deputy and guards shall receive such 
compensation as the director may deem just and 
reasonable; which, together with the compensation 
of the keeper and the agent, and the per centage of 
t;he agent and keeper on articles manufactured and 
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ST»ld, shall be paid out of the treasury, on the order 
of the director. 

Sec. 23. Be it further enacted^ That the keeper 
shall have power to make such rules and regula- 
tions, for the government of the penitentiary, and 
for carrying" the provisions of this act into effect, 
as he may deem necessary, provided such rules and 
regulations be not inconsistent with the constitution 
and la\rs of this state. A copy of said rules and 
regulations shall be posted up in some conspicuous 
place in said prisons; .he shall,. also, have power to 
punish all such prisoners as maybe guilty of disorder- 
ly or improper conduct, ty confinement in the cells 
of the penitentiary, and by fetding them on bread 
and water, for any time not exceeding thirty days. 
And he shall have the same power, as to the ad- 
mission of strangers, that was vested in the inspect- 
^ors of the penitentiary, before the passage of this 
act. Provided always^ that the director shall, at all 
time§, have admission into the penitentiary; and 
any person shall be admitted, during proper hours, 
upon the order of th? director. 

Sec. 24. fie it further enacted^ That th^ keeper shall 
keep a fair and. regular account, in his books,. with. 
the director of the penitentiary, crediting the same 
with all raw materials, clothing and other arti- 
cles, delivered to him for the use. of the institution,, 
. abstracts of which account 'und of his account with 
the agent, together with all other accounts for dis- 
bursements ofmoney made by him under this act,shall 
be submitted by him on the ftrstMonday of December, 
in each and every year, to the General Assembly. 

Sec. 25. Be it further enacted^ That the director 
shall receive an annual. compensation of five hund- 
red dollars, to.be paid to him quarterly out of 
the treasury, on the order of the Governor. 

Se6. 2ff. Be it further enacted^ That the agent 
may sell the articles for cash, ©r on a credit, a^ 
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his discretion, and as the interest of the institur 
tion may require : Provided however^ that the agent 
shall give no credit longer than six months. 

Sec. 27. Be it further enacted^ That the agent 
shall permit no account of the penitentiary to 
remain open longer than six months'; before

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of i/ie 
state of Ohio^ That thf re shall be levied and paid 
yearly and every year ori each hundred acres of

acres of third rate land, fifty cents: and in the same 
I proportion for a greater or less number of acres.

Pruikded that nothingjn this section shall be so con- 
strued as to effect or invalidate the sale or title 
of any tract of land sold »or taxes by virtue of 
the thirty ninth section of the actio which this 
IS an amendment; but alt sales of land (or taxes 
w.thm the Virginia Military district (so caJJ- 
ed) whether resident oY non resident which 
shall be returned two years delinquent, und^r the 
act aforesaid, shall be conducted in the same man- 
ner, us providefl in the aforesaid section: any thing 
m the act to which this is an amendment to the 
contrary n«twiihstanding.

thereof, they shall be authorised to correct the list 
of taxes charged, and strike therefrom any arreara- 
ges that may be ascertained to have been improp* 
erJy charged thereoq; also to remit any penalty • 
that may hd¥e 'accrued without the fault or negli- 
gence of the proprietor or agent,- of any such lands^

quire; and if the land is situated within the Virgin- 
ia Military district, it shall be described by entering 
opposite to each tract in columns designated for 
that purpdsuB, the number of entry or location, for 
whom origil»ally entered or located, the quantity of ' 
land cojitained in the original entry, in what coun- 
ty the land is situated, and on what ^* ater courses, 
as far as such description may be known, the num- 
ber of acres, contained in each. tract, the rate and 
amount of taxes charged thereon, shall also in all 
cases be entered in columns designated for that 
purpose, opposite to each tract; and the duplicate 
in each county shall be arranged in such columns 
properly desijjnated at th^ top as may be j^pcessary 
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to describe each tract, accor(3ing to the natare of 
the original or particular surveys- -tailing within such 
county, together with q. blank column on the. right 
hand side of each page for remarks. . 

Sec. 9i Be itfu-hcre'nacied^ 1 hat the person purcha- 
sing a' tract of land or s^partofatractof land, which 
has been sold lor the taxes charged oii the whole 
tract, shall be entitfed to receive from the county 
auditor a certilicate of such sale,upon which certifi- 
cate, the county surveyor shall proceed at the re- 
quest of the purchaser, to lay off by metes and 
bounds, the quantity of land so purchased by lines 
paiaiie/ with the lines of the tract in as near a 
sqiare form as may be practicable, and in such 
case the said purchaser ou producing to the county 
auditor the surveyor's plat and certificate of sur- 
vey of such land, shall be entitled to receive of the 
county auditor a deed for the same; for the draw- 
ing and executing of which deerl, the county audi-

duplicate, and previously to the twentieth day of 
October in each year, shall proceed (o demand 
q{ each person residing within hi^ county the 
amount of taxes- charged to such person on his 
duplicate ; and upon receiving the amount of tax-^ 
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es charged on any tract of land, the collector slialt 
give such person his receipt therefor, and enter tlie 
same, as paid on his duplicate. 

Sec. 11. Be it /urther enacted^ That the collectar 
shallattendat the seat of justice of his proper coun- 
ty, from the twentieth day o/ October to the thirtieth 
day of November in each year, for the purj^ose of 
receiving the balance of taxes not previously col- 
lected, either from j-esidents or uon residents ; and 
no penalty shall accrire until the time for col- 
lecting the taxes in each year lias elapsed: and 
on the first Monday in December, each collectar 
shall settle v?ith the county • auditor agr^eeably to 
the provisions of the thirtieth section of the. act 
to which this is an amendment; and such collect* 
or shall pay over to ti^e treasurer of state the mon- 
ies by him coHected on or before the fifteenth day

CHAPTER LXIV 

%in act authovising eolkctor$ to distrain for taxes in certain cases^ 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General .Assembly of the 
state of Ohio^ That (he different collectors of state 
or county taxes, for the jear eighteen hundred and 
twenty shall hjive the power 'to collect by distress 
and sale, any state or county tax, which may be 
in arrear and unpaid^ upon his ..duplicate after the 
fifteenth day of January, eighteen hundred and 
twenty one, in^the same manner that collectors are 
authorised to collect taxes by distress and sale un- 
der the twentj eighth sectjon of the act entitled 
"an act levying a tax on land^" passed February 
the eighth, eighteen hundred and twenty ; Provided 
that in all cases where a demand of the taxes have 
not beien m«de, it shall be the duty of such collector 
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before he shall be authorised to distrain, to make a 
demand of such tax or arrearage of tax.

ritogry ol.Michigan. Thatto thatccmmiitee, the relr-^ 
olutionon that subject^ passed by the General As- 
seroWj of tliis state, at their last session, was refer* 
fed together -with other documents on the same 
subject.

There is no copy of the laws adopted or enacted by the Gov- 
ernor and judges under the Territorial government in either of the. 
public offices or public librarv. There is in the office of the secre- 
tary of state, the enrolled bills of all the laws and' resolutions pass- 
ed by the legislature of the territorial government The commit- 
tee have not been able to find the journal of the convention 
either in manuscript or print There are no printed volumes .of 
of the laws of either the territorial or state government, within our 
research of an earlier date than the session of 1806-7, nor have 
we found any journals of an earlier date than the session of 180r<8 
regular sets of the laws and journals, subsequent to those periods 
are in the library. ^ ^ . . , 

The committee are of opinion that the deficiencies in the jour- 
nals and laws ought to be supplied and recommend the adoption 
of the following resolution : 

Resolved by the General ^embly oftke state of Ohio, that the 
governor of tiiis state be, and he hereby is authorised to procure 
auch laws as were adopted by the governor and jud^s under the 
territorial govefnment ; the laws passed by the territorial govern^

their respective salaries, it D^ill therefore be necessary for the 
Legislature to make provisions for that sum, before the 316t 
of the present month, at which time tlieir last quarter's sala- 
ry becomes due. 

In the foregoing exhibit, I have not made any calcula- 
tions of the probable receipts and expenditures for the ensu- 
ing year, as it is impossible to calculate with any degree of 
certainty, at this time the amount of money which will Be paid 
into the treasury for taxes on lands, applicable for state jjur- 
poses, after deducting the defalcations, per Rentage and the 
proportion for roads and county purposes, as all the laiids in 
the state, whether in arrears or not, have been sent dut for 
collection the present year ; but should the Receipt for taxes 
be equal to former years, and it is thought tliey Wfll bfe ; the 
revenue, collected, together with i\ie amount in the trfeiJ^tiry, 
will, no doubt be amply sufficient to redeem the bills in cir- 
culation and defray the ordinary expences of goVeriimeht for 
1821, unless an extraordinary appropriation should b^ mitde : 
the collectors returns on the first day of January llett, Vill 
however enable me, I tru^t, to lay before the Legislature, at 
an early day in that month, the amount which may be relied 
on, to meet the demands for tHe ensuing year. 

The change of the revenue system i^ believied to-be a jiidi- 



eovs one, the present system being much more simple and less 
expensive than the former, and the whole duty thereof, de- 
volving on one individual alone, who is generally qualified for 
that purpose, and who gives bonds for the performance of hia 
duty he feels the weight of responsibility much more than 
-where that duty may be performed by more than one individ- 
ual ; although the present system may be attended at first, 
-with some inconveniences, as all inexperienced systems are 
subject to; yet the most difiicult and expensive part of the 
county Auditor's duty, has been performed, and the benefi- 
cial result, already experienced in many instances, must be 
obvious to all ; it has brought into taxation very many tracts 
of land that had never before been on the duplicates, and 
many others that were either lost by transfers from non resi- 
d ents to residents ; from one county to another, or from inat- 
tention or negligence in the commissioners, to transfer them, 
or when transferred to have those transfers properly attended 
to, add to that the convenience to residents, in correcting er- 
rors with the county Auditors instead of going to the seat of 
government for that purpose. 

The duty of the county Auditor?, in sending out the non re- 
sident, as well as residents' land, under the present law, is 
general throughout the state, without making any exception, 
"to lands lying within the Virginia Military District ; the 4 d 
section of the act, makes it the duty of non residents of state 
or county, owning lands lying within that -district, to list them 
-with the state Auditor, and for him to make out a non resident 
duplicate ; this creates confusion between the resident and 
jion resident duplicates. Some of the county Auditors con- 
ceiving it tlieir duty to send out all their lands within their 
county, whether resident or non resident, while others omit ta 
do so ; I would therefore advise the repealing of those two 
sections, the law would then be uniform tliroughout the state ;. 
I would also suggest, as a further amendment to that law, the 
propriety of making the sheriff ex-officio, the collector, except 
for good cause shewn, when the court of Common Pleas should 
be authorised to appoint one, in many counties within the 
state, for the present year, it was with difficulty that a collec- 
tor of responsiDility,who would accept of the appointment,could 
be obtained ; and in one county from which 1 have heard, to 
vnt : in the county of Clark they are without a collector, al- 
though I am informed that the county commissioners have au- 
thorised the county Auditor to receive taxes, from any one 
who may think proper to pay. 

The mw levying a tax for the improvement of roads, re- 

3uires amendments ; the method of assessing, collecting and 
istributing that part or portion of the tax, I hope will be 
changed, as I suggested in a former report, for the Auditor of 






state to know the amoont of defalcations, the proportion of 
per centage, mileage and other expenses attending the collect 
tion thereof, and the difficulty witn the county treasurers to 
know what part or portion of those defalcations, and expens- 
es, aiise from a narticular township, and more especially with- 
in the Virginia Military District, where there are no surYeyed 
Ranges, townships ana sections, jrenders that part of the law 
impossible to be complied with, by the state Auditor or county 
Treasurers ; I would therefore suggest, if that law should be 
continued, whether it would not be advisable, for all that part 
assessed for roads and not paid in labor, to be collected and 
paid into the state Treasury, and by the Legislature appro- 
priated within each county entitled thereto^ or in some other 
manner, tliat may be complied with.
